attitude towards that institution and 


towards the public has gained a foot- 
hold in the minds of soiie of our 
citizens, and in the absence of the 


president of the Board. I feel it in- 
cumbent upon me to make a statement 
n this connection in the hape of re- 
moving whatever suspicion or alarm 
may exist in the pwhblic mind. 

lr is true that the board intended 
to ask the legislature for an amend- 
ment on One or two minor points of 
the constitution of the City Hospital 
This was first introduced at a meeting 
of the board by a notice of motion 
to change the mode of electing the 
members of the board so that one- 
third of the board would retire cach 
year, and some other changes which 
might be found necessary, such as a 
change in the name of the hospital 
These proposed changes were to be 
submitted to the annual meeting for 
their icone an and Daal action. 
tention on the part of ake hoard ta 
force any legislation through without 
first giving the public an opportunity 
to express ‘their wishes in the matter 


Board Would Not Object. 


If there is a desire on the part of 
some to hand over the control and 
management of the hospital to the 
city, the public may rest assured that 
there is no member of the board who 
would ever desire to prevent the tull- 
est discussion on this important ques- 
tion, and if in the opinion of the meet- 
a on Monday it lis thought advisable 

0 appoint a commission to investigate 
k whole matter and furnish a re- 
port, there could be no possible ground 
for objection. It must be remember- 
ed that at the annual meeting of the 
City Hospital, as at all other meetings 
of a similar nature, the majority vules. 
“Watchman” ds probably correct: in 
stating that the provincial government 
have in view some new legislation in 
connection with hospitals at the com- 
ing session, It is to be hoped that 
his statemen: is correct, for it is well 
known that the present act stands in 
need of several radical changes, ‘but 
tt is scarcely likely or possible that 
even the provincial government could 
take control of our hospital without 
frst consulting us. ‘This being the 
case, therefore, it would appear the 
“Watchman” need feel no alarm either 
from “the devil or the deep sea.” 


The Membership Fee. 


There is a clause in the present con- 
stitution which provides that only 
Members in good standing, ic. such 
as have contributed their annual fee, 
are qualified to vote at the annual 
meeting. ‘This rule has not been en- 
forced in the past, but the question 
as to the advisability of call 
as many of these fees as possible was 
raised at a meeting of the board some 
weeks ago, and it was decided that 
this should be done, not with a view 
to shutting out any person from vot- 
ing, but as a means of increasing the 
Tevenue. 1] may add-that the fact 
that such a course might:he miscon- 
strued by some of the public was 
urged at the time as a reason why this 
tule should not be enforced, and 1 
wish to state positively that it is not 
the intention of the board .to enforce 
this rule unless the meeting expresses 
itself in favor of doing so. Should 
the meeting decide not to enforce this

Reynolds was sitting at 
lunch in the *dining car with Claims 
Agent Hay when the accident ‘hap- 
pened. When the dining car sank into 
the river and the‘\water crept up 
threateningly escape seemed impos- 
sible as the upper door was jammed 
and the windows timpassable. Rey- 
nolds took a chance and dove to the 
bottom of the sinking car. He found 
the door_and came up outside and rose 
under the jee which cut his head. Bat 
tling for “his, life he found a clear 
space and crawled out on the ice. His 
thought was for the imprisoned 


passengers and going to ‘the dining car 
he kicked the ventilators in, but the 
space was not wide cnough to be ef- 
fective, and calling to some men on 
the bridge above for assistance the 
threw him’ an axe which he caught 
and speedily made a hole large’ en- 
‘ough to draw passengers through. 

Working desperately despite injury 
and cold,- with his garments soaking 
and blood flowing from his wounds, he 
assisted. seven passengers to escape 
fromthe dining car, including D. M. 
Brodie and W. J. Bell. ot Sudbury, a 
little boy.and others,

a door down to get in and make places 
fo rthe wet and injured passengers.

STEEL AT THE 
McLEOD RIVER 


Track-laying Gang Completes Work 
| on G.T.P. to that Point on Line 


It is expected by this afternoon that 
the first G.T.P. engine: will reach the 
Macleod river, 120 miles west of Ed- 
[nonton For several weeks the track 
aying gang has been at work pushing 
the line westward from the Pembina 
river, where construction was stopped 
Jast fall awaiting the confpletion of the 
steel bridge. The bridge was 
completed about the first of the year 
and the steel head has been advanc- 
ing with all possible speed since that 
time. 


Since the 21st of December a tri- 
weekly service has been in operation 
to’ Entwistle, but now with the line 
completed to ‘McLeod River, it will 
he possible to operate a service to 
|that. point... But of. chief. importance 
will be the freight service. Supplies 
for the construction camps of Foley, 
Welsh and Stewart west from the Mc- 
Leod will now be easily forwarded and 
the complaint that work is retarded by 
the construction camps being too far 
in advance of the steel head will be 
remedied. ‘Material for the bridge 
construction across Wolf Creek and 
McLeod will also be forwarded to the 
May Sharpe Construction Co., which 
firm holds the contract for the sub- 
structures.

PEACE RIVER 


A Big Expedition to that Country 
About to be Launched in Edmonton 


A public meeting will be held in’ the 
German Hall on Monday evening at 
eight o'clock for the purpose of 
launching from this city a big expedi- 
tion io the Grande Prairie country. 
The plan is to bring together all the 
prospective settlers bound for the new 
land of promise, and to Jead = them 
via Entwistle and the forks of the 
Athabasca and McLeod rivers, to 
which point a fairly good road can 
now be found. It is thought that there 
will be well on to 300 people in the 
arty. ‘here are several ways of mak- 
ing the journey, but the majority will 
probably go ‘from. Edmanton to Int- 
wistle by rail and from there make 
the trip of 200 miles to the new coun- 
try overland. 

J. A.,MacDougall, M.P.P., will ‘pre- 
side at meeting: and ways and means 
will be discussed for opening up a 
route to the Grand Prairie country. 

There has come to The Capital office 
a copy of the Peace River Pilot, a 
paper which is being temporarily lo- 
cated at Entwistle. It is the intention 
to carry the pilot along with the trek 
ing party and publish periodically as 
the advance is made. The paper will 
ultimately ‘become the pioneer publica- 
tion of the Peace River country.

The head masters of the great Eng- 
lish public schools have been consider- 
ing what has long been recognized as 
a very grave problem by all who are 
anxious to see a greater unity of spirit 
between the people of Canada and 
those of the old land. There is a 
strong prejudice against Englishmen 
tn the Dominion. Everyone musi ad- 
mit that. Every Englishman, before 
he gets a start at any occupation in” 
this country, has difficulty in) over- 
coming this antipathy. It is not right 
that it should be so, bur we might as 
The explanation 
has been often given in this coun- 
try. But it is likely to prove more 
useful if those in the old land come 
to appreciate what has led‘to the un- 
fortunate situation that prevails. 


well face the fact. 


‘At the conference ‘of head masters 
a letter was read from Lord Roberts. 
It was necessary for the advancement 
of imperial policy, he declared, for 
young and unplaced Englishmen to 
regulate their conduct better in Great- 
er Britain. He was surprised to find 
in Canada that there were young Eng- 
lishmen who were not always viewed 
with unalloyed satisfaction. Not Can- 
ada alone: every outpost of British 
Empire makes the same complaint 
about some of the younger sons, the 
men squeezed out of the rigid order 
of things at home. 

Dr. Gray, the head of Bradfield col- 
lege, who has been giving the subject 
close attention, also addressed himself 
to it, he said: 

“Canada is calling to us to send 
her some of our best sons, and in 
many cases, I am sorry to say, we 
have sent our worst. When sons have 
been failures in the home or at school 
parents have imagined that they will 
find a happy hunting ground, or at 
any rate a refuge, in a land where 
there is more elbow room. ‘Never 
was a mistake more prodigious, never 
more hurtful to the reputation of Eng- 
land. Wastrels, loafers, and remit- 
tance men—they are the eyesores in a 
land that wants men. By supporting 
this scheme which we have in hand 
of encouraging the best type of public 
school man to emigrate, we shall be 
assuring Canadians that they are re- 
ceiving our best boys, stamped with 
the certificate of the head master.” 

Dr. Gray and those associated with 
him may accomplish something. It is 
to be sincerely hoped that they will. 
It cannot be that any defect in nati- 
onal character is responsible. The 
greatest colonizing race in the world’s 
history should have no difficulty tin ac- 
commodating itself to twentieth cen- 
tury conditions in this country of im- 
mense promise. It is simply a case 
of all young men from the old land 
having been given a bad name by 
those who came out here first. A very 
grave injustice is done to those who 
have followed and have everything to 
make them good Canadian. citizens. 
There are many hundreds of English- 
men occupying prominent and useful 
places in the life of the Dominion, and 
there is room for plenty more, but 
most of them will admit that they 
have accomplished what they have ai- 


a considerable struggle. Where 


iey succeeded, their weaker brethren

Imperialism and ‘good Canadanism to 


make it €a for such to secure a 


footing. 


WHO IS TO CONTROL OUR 
FLEET? 


The Landon Saturday Review says: 
“Tf Canada wants to secure the mani- 
mum advantage from her contribution 
to the Imperial navy, she must aban- 
don totally the view of Premier Laur- 
ier, which aims at giving effect to the 
idea of the French-Canadian press that 
in war time the Dominion should con- 
trol its ‘own tiny fleet. Mr. Borden} 
has no illusions on that poin:.” 

The Saturday Review will hardly aid | 
the Imperial course by takiry up the; 
ery of a small and disccredited school 
of Canadian politicians. It has fre-} 
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quently cast dspersions on the loyalty 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier because of his 
french-Canadianism. Nothing could 
be less justified. On Imperial! prob- 
lems there has been nothing narrowly 
sectional about his attitude. He has 
been a Canadian iin the best sense. If 
he had adopted the position of Mr. 
Monk, the Quebee Conservative lead- 
er, on this naval question, he would 
have been denounced as a traitor to 
the flag in every other part of the 
Dominion. Yet Mr. Monk’s views are 
quite arguable, and he finds many who 
not Quebee men-in perfect: sympathy 
with him. We should be able to dis- 
cuss a problem of such tremendous 
import to the future of the Dominion 
in calm and reasonable fashion. No 
proper solution can be arrived at by 
impugning the loyalty of anyone who 
doesn’t happen to agree with us. 


The Capital is in thorough synipathy 
with Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s position. It 
is through his handling of Imperial 
questions and the increased weight 
which the ‘fact that he is of French- 
Canadian: birth gives to his actions, 


that we believe’he has established his. 


best claim to a place as a great Cana- 
dian nation-builder. 

As to the question of control of the 
Canadian fleet, Mr. Borden must sure- 
ly have been misunderstood by the 
Saturday Review. If it ds to ‘be sup- 
ported by the Canadian treasury, the 
manner in qvhich it is utilized must 
be determined by the Canadian peo- 
ple. The executive should have the 
power to act in time of emergency, 
without waiting for the summoning 
of parliament, but it is a responsible 
Canadian body. hat is a different 
proposition entirely froin leaving it to 
the authorities in London to dispose 
of the fleet as they see fit. 

If a scheme could be devised by 
which in matters of Imperial concern, 
the control would rest with some 
body, on which every part of the Em- 
pire had representation, it would be 
different. But such a position as the 
Saturday Review would have us as- 
sume is impossible. The outlying 
parts of the Empire would have no 
voice in the direction of Imperial pol- 
fcy and yet would be required, under 
all civcumstances, to support the policy 
which the parliament of Great Britain 
and Ireland had determined on. - Such 
a condition of things would soon lead 
to a general break-up of the British 
dominions. Till a federation scheme 
ds worked out, there is nothing to do 
but to have the control of our. fleet, 
as of every other department of Cana- 
dian public service, in the hands of the 
Canadian government. It must not 
be forgotten that, though Canada is 
part of the Empire, and we trust al- 
ways will be, it is at the same time 
a nation within the Empire.

It 
does-you good to hear them talk, and 
if you come from the East, you long 
to get a little of this enthusiasm bot- 
tled up to send home, and while talk- 
ing of the East, it is astonishing how 
you forget there is an East’ when you 
are in the West. You are first inter- 
ested, then you.grow enthusiastic and 
by the time you have been three days 
beyond Winipeg, you are a convert 
to all their optimism and you take as 
much participation in their future wel- 
fare as the mayor, who, as first magis 
trate, sets the pace. We did not ineet 
the mayor of Edmonton, nor a num- 
ber of other prominent men, but we 
were told that we should have met 


them, and that we ‘had’ missed much } 


by the oversight. But this was not 
necessary as we had caught the fever 
quick, and when we left Edmonton 
we were surprised to find ourselves 
in possession of a store of informa- 
tion that would beat that of any ten- 
derfoot who ever visited that city. It 
was worth coming out West to catch 
it, and we are doubtful if it will ever 
leave us.

Remarkable Changes 

Dr. McDougall’s face brightens when 
he tells of the progress of tthe west. 
and dt was with a beam of satisfaction 
that he told of a trip between the foot 
of the Rockies and Edmonton in 
1878. 

“We made the entire journey with- 
out seeing a human being but those 
in our own little party,” he said, “T'o- 
day there are nineteen towns and 
three villages along the line we tra- 
velled.” 

“Nor is the progress of the west 
the only thing which appeals to this 
minister, Whose greatest regret in con- 
nection with the Northwest Rebellion 
in which the took part, is that he was 
not able to see more of ‘the fight- 
ing, that went on. His eyes sparkle 
when he tells of the bronchos he ‘has 
“busted,” and as he talks of the stir- 
ring times of the early days one can 
almost picture the scenes as they ex- 
isted. 


“The coming of the railroads did 
much to open up the country; but for 
years after I first entered the west, 
we Ieft every sign of steam power 
hundreds of miles behind. There was 
one little engine at what was then the 
village of St. Paul; but that was far 
away from where we were. What 
is now the city of St. Paul was then 
only a hamlet.

How the Machine Works 


Before going into the details of how 
this “phthymograph” works out in ac- 
tual practice some i@ea ought to be 
given of its mechanical construction, 
In the first place there is a small metal 
cylinder on the inside of which is a 
rubber lining which fits the hand like 
a glove. It‘is into this rubber glove 
that the girl inserts her hand. The 
space ‘between the glove and the cy- 
linder is filled with water, and on top 
of the cylinder is a tube which acts as 
a gauge, showing the contraction and 
expanion of the girl’s hand.
